SUBJECT: OGLE CASE: TOKYO AIRPORT INCIDENT 

1. IN TELEPHONE CONVERSATION WITH KOREA COUNTRY DIRECTOR 
DECEMBER 16, REVEREND OGLE STATED THAT HE WAS IN FACT 
FORCIBLY DETAINED ON KAL PLANE WHILE IT WAS ON GROUND IN 
TOKYO. 

2. OGLE SAID THAT AFTER OTHER PASSENGERS HAD DEBARKED 
HE, ALONG WITH AMERICAN PRIEST, ATTEMPTED TO LEAVE PLANE. 
HOWEVER, CABIN ATTENDANT AND A MAN WHO OGLE DESCRIBED AS 
A "KOREAN CIA AGENT" BLOCKED HIS WAY AND REFUSED TO LET 
HIM OFF PLANE. OGLE SAID THERE WAS A SCUFFLE AND PILOT 

OF PLANE THEN APPEARED. 

3. ACCORDING TO OGLE, PILOT SAID HE WAS UNDER GOVERNMENT 
ORDERS TO KEEP OGLE ON THE PLANE AND THAT IT WAS HIS 
UNDERSTANDING OGLE HAD AGREED TO THIS- FOR HIS PART, OGLE 
SAID HE TOLD PILOT THAT THE "KOREAN CIA" HAD NO RIGHT TO 
KEEP HIM ON THE PLANE IN ANOTHER COUNTRY AND THAT HE 
WOULD SUE THE AIRLINE. 
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4. DURING CONVERSATION OGLE NOTED HIS PERSONAL 
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APPRECIATION FOR THE EMBASSY'S EFFORTS ON HIS BEHALF. 

5. OGLE IS PROCEEDING TO NEW YORK DECEMBER 16 AND WE 
UNDERSTAND HE MAY APPEAR BEFORE THE FRASER SUBCOMMITTEE 
HERE TO TESTIFY ON DECEMBER 20. KISSINGER 
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
